Vietnamese Catholics honor 
martyred ancestors at Mass

EL CAJON — About 1,500 members of the Vietnam- 


~ ese Catholic community gathered at Our Lady of Grace 


Church Sept. 7 to honor over 100,000 Vietnamese mar- 
tyred during the past three centuries, and to pray for their 
countrymen being persecuted today under Communist 
rule. 


Banners in the church parking lot set the stage for a 
procession which preceded the 3 p.m. liturgy. One ban- 
ner stretching across palm trees read, ‘‘The martyr’s 
blood: seeds of faith.’’ A red sign above the church en- 
trance stated, ““God have mercy on the Vietnamese 


Church.’’ 


RELICS OF five Vietnamese martyrs, carried on a 
platform, were the focal point of the procession. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, other clergy and members of the 
assembly followed the reliquary. Those preceding it in- 
cluded acolytes, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, choir members 
and representatives of various Catholic Vietnamese 
organizations. 


Participants marched to the beat of a drum and gong, 
which resounded through the church grounds. 


FLAGS FLEW at the head of the procession — the 
papal flag and those of the United States and Vietnam. 


Bishop Maher was principal celebrant of the liturgy. 
Concelebrants included Redemptorist Father Nguyen 
from Los Angeles; Father Joseph Bien, chaplain of the 
Vietnamese Catholic community; Father Peter Nghia of

Holy Family Church; Father Joseph Long of Our Lady of 
the Sacred Heart Church; Father Joseph Khuyen of St. 
Joseph Cathedral; and Father Denis McConologue of 
Our Lady of Grace Church. 


In his homily, Father Son compared the early Vietnam- 
ese martyrs with Catholics now living in Vietnam. Over 
200 priests and thousands of Catholics are jailed there 
today, he said. 


FATHER SON described a 60-year-old priest recently 
imprisoned in Vietnam. Guards discovered him saying 
Mass secretly for the inmates. His punishment was con- 
finement in a coffin-like metal box, which was placed out- 
doors. He was barely able to breathe. After a week, the 
prisoner was found close to death, released and sent to a 
hospital where he died soon afterward. 


The homilist urged the assembly to be thankful for their 
freedom of religion and to pray to their martyred ances- 
tors for the Catholics in Vietnam struggling to keep their 
faith. 

Bishop Maher exhorted the congregation to let their 
faith permeate their culture. ‘‘The Vietnamese martyrs 
have given us an example of total love,’’ he said, adding 
that ‘‘it takes a lifetime to love in that manner.”’ 


HE MENTIONED the dimensions of love: ack- 
nowledging the Father’s love, ‘‘celebrating that love in 
community and dedicating yourself to promoting a 
civilization of love.”’

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County to pilot 
plan for homeless

SAN DIEGO — San Diego County will receive 
$3 million for a pilot project to improve services to 
its homeless people, according to California’s 
recently revised Homeless Relief Act. - 


This legislation will provide the new St. Vincent 
De Paul (SVDP) Shelter and Day Care Center with 
about half its annual million dollar operating bud- 
get, said Father Joseph Carroll, SVDP Center pres- 
ident who has lobbied for the bill since its intro- 
duction in the Assembly in February. 


STATE SENATORS recently pared the act from 
a $90 million state-wide appropriation to a $3 
million allotment for San Diego. The Senate Appro- 
priations Committee believed this version of the bill 
would stand a better change of passage, Father 
Carroll said. - 


The amended AB 2839 was returned to the 
Assembly where it passed with a 59-18 bipartisan 
vote Aug. 29, according to a press release from 
Assemblyman Pete Chacon who introduced the bill. 


Father Carroll attributed its passage to the 
“united front of both Republican and Democratic 
politicians.”’ 


THE BILL is now in Gov. George 
Deukmejian’s office. He has 12 days to sign or veto 
it, said a spokeswoman in Chacon’s office. She said 
it is unlikely the Assembly and Senate could muster 
a two-thirds vote needed to override a veto.

FAMILY REUNION — Servite Father 
Lawrence Martin Jenco was reunited with his 
Catholic Relief Services ‘‘family’? in New 
York Sept. 2-3 on his first visit to the agency’s 

~ headquarters since his release from captivity 
July 26. Father Jenco, who was CRS director 
for Lebanon at the time of his kidnapping in 
January 1985, spoke to the CRS board of 
directors. He also gave the homily at a Mass 
Sept. 3 at the Church of St. John the 
Evangelist at New York’s Catholic Center, 
where CRS has offices. Father Jenco spent 
nearly 19 months as a hostage of a Shiite 
Moslem faction, which continued to hold three 
other Americans captive after the priest’s 
release. At the Mass, Father Jenco said that he 
and his fellow captives made St. Francis’ peace 
prayer the center of their devotions. 


FASTING PROTEST — A former Catholic 
chaplain who gave up his Medal of Honor to 
protest U.S. policies in Central America 
started a fast Sept. 1 to oppose military aid to 
the region. Charles Liteky said he and three 
other veterans will drink only water until the 


American people condemn the Reagan 
administration’s military aid in Central 
America, including support for the ‘“‘contra”’ 


rebels fighting the Marxist government of 
Nicaragua. In July, Liteky returned the Medal 
of Honor he had been awarded for heroism as 
a Catholic chaplain in Vietnam, where he 
saved the lives of several wounded soldiers 
under fire. He later left the priesthood and 
married. 


CURRAN ‘DEAD WRONG’ — The Holy 
See had to take action against Father Charles 
E. Curran because ‘‘what he is teaching is not 
Catholic theology,’’ said moral theologian 
William E. May at a press conference in 
Washington Sept. 4. May, who teaches with 
Father Curran at The Catholic University of 
America, used the words ‘‘fine,’’ 
‘tadmirable,”’ ‘‘good Catholic’ and ‘‘holy”’ to 
describe Father Curran as a person. But the 
priest ‘‘is dead wrong’’ in his dissent from 
Catholic teachings and in his belief that all 


Catholics have a right to dissent from church 
authority, May said. Father Curran, also a 
moral theologian, has been declared by the 
Holy See not ‘‘suitable nor eligible’’ to 
function as a professor of Catholic theology. 
He is currently. appealing a decision to revoke 
his ecclesiastical license to teach on Catholic 
University’s theology faculty. 


WARBED AGAINST BAYSIDE — A 
U.S.-based group’s attempt in Bombay, 
India, to promote devotions connected with 
the alleged Bayside, N.Y., apparitions of 
Mary has prompted the local archbishop to 
warn Catholics against such activities. The 
group, ‘‘Workers of Our Lady of Roses,”’ 
headquartered in New York, circulated 
literature, scheduled devotions at a local 
Marian shrine and announced its plans in a 
full-page ad in a Bombay daily newspaper. 
Archbishop Simon Pimenta of Bombay 
warned Catholics in his archdiocese ‘‘not to 
give credence to the literature of this 
organization’’ and forbade devotions by the 
group in any archdiocesan church, chapel or 
institution. ‘‘Workers of Our Lady of Roses’’ 
promotes the story of Veronica Lueken, a New 
York housewife who claims to have received 
messages about Jesus, Mary and several 
saints. 


TRUST IS TOUGH — The Catholic Church 
in Indonesia has a tough job getting people in 
the outer provinces to trust its word, a Catholic 
official said. Although missionaries are 
sensitive about what they promise local people, 
a history of abandonment by foreigners has 
created an atmosphere of mistrust, said 
Francis Xavier Darmanto, deputy secretary of 
the National Catholic Council of Education. 
He said because the church deals more with 
spiritual matters than with material concerns, 
some people ‘‘have the impression the church 
is too slow in developing people here. The 
main concern of the church here is to develop a 
spirit of participation among people,” he said. 
‘‘People must participate in the whole 
development process, and this takes time. So,

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don’t ask the church to open forests and set up 
plantations.”’ 


SOME CHANGE FAVORED — Catholics 
in the Miami Archdiocese generally affirm 
basic church teachings, but favor some 
changes, according to a major local survey 
commissioned by the archdiocese. Marriage, 
sexual ethics, priestly celibacy and women’s 
roles were among areas where people tended 
most to disagree with current church teaching 
or practice, the survey found. The survey 
gathered responses by telephone from some 
1,000 Catholics. Key findings revealed: 
Catholics now make up about one-third of the 
total population in the Miami Archdiocese; 
over half of the Catholics are Hispanic; almost 
nine out of 10 reject abortion completely or 
find it acceptable only under extreme 
circumstances; and more than half say they 
favor women priests. 


CIRCULATION UP — Catholic press 
circulation in North America rose more than 
800,000 between 1985 and 1986, according to 
figures in the 1986 Catholic Press Directory. 
The directory, published annually in Rockville 
Centre by the Catholic Press Association, 
listed 609 Catholic publications with a 
combined circulation of 27,834,760, up from 
the 1985 total of 574 publications with a 
circulation of 26,993,626. Virtually all the 
increase was due to new listings or circulation 
increases in Catholic magazines, which 
showed a total circulation increase of nearly 
890,000. Catholic newspapers, diocesan or 
national, dropped slightly in circulation, from 
5,661,151 to 5,590,828. 


SIN IS REAL — Pope John Paul IJ told a 
weekly general audience that sin is a reality 
that ‘‘belongs to man and his history’’ and 
cannot be ignored or explained away. The 
pope warned that modern men and women 
risk misunderstanding the significance of sin 
when they fail to see it as the rejection of God. 
The ‘‘insane gesture’ of acting against one’s 
own conscience, he said, ‘‘acquires its full 


Family seeks 
help to rid 
house of spirits 


SCRANTON, - Pau (NG@)> — A 
Catholic family has asked the Diocese of 
Scranton for help in ridding their 
100-year-old house of what the family 
says are demons or spirits that have 
troubled them, for about 18 months. 


The family, Jack and Janet Smurl and 
their four daughters of West Pittston, 
near Scranton, has reported incidents of 
personal attacks, levitation and 
threatening messages at their home. 


A DIOCESAN official said the 
diocese has contacted Franciscan Father 
Alphonsus Trabold, a professor of 
theology at St. Bonaventure University 
in New York and expert on 
demonology, to assist in an 
investigation. Father Trabold 


specializes in the study of the occult and 


paranormal, said the official, Father 
Neil Van Loon, assistant chancellor of 
the Scranton Diocese. 


Father Gerald F. Mullally, chancellor 
of the Scranton Diocese, issued a 
statement urging caution and restraint 
and asking that the family’s privacy be 
respected. 

“The Diocese of Scranton continues 
to seriously consider the request for help 
from the Smurl family of West Pittston. 
At this point, we have not reached any 
conclusions as to the cause of the 
reported phenomenon. Consequently, 
no course of action has been decided 
upon,’’ the statement said. 


‘““THE CHURCH surely believes in 
the existence of the supernatural, 
including spirits, and it is possible for 
the lives of people to be affected by these 
spirits,’’ the statement continued. 

Before. blaming the phenomenon on 
spirits, however, all other possible 
explanations must be investigated. 


negative meaning only if seen against the 
background of the relationship between man 
and God.’’ The pope spoke to about 10,000 
people in St. Peter’s Square Sept. 3. 


UNUSUAL ACTION — A Vatican official 
said he took the unusual step of replying to 
parents complaining about a series of sex 
education texts widely used in U.S. Catholic 
schools because their bishops ignored them. 
Cardinal Edouard Gagnon, head of the 
Pontifical Council for the Family, confirmed 
news reports that he had replied to the letters 
complaining about the series ‘New 
Creation.’’ He said he had received about 100 
protest letters. U.S. bishops ‘‘have classified 
some people as conservative’? and ignore 
them, the cardinal said. Such people ‘‘lose all 
their rights. It’s a form of discrimination.” If 
the complaints had been received and listened 
to with a minimum of understanding at the 
local level ‘‘I would not have answered,’’ he 
said. 


ADOPT SWEDEN’S POLICIES — A 
former Georgetown University president has 
suggested use of abortion could be curbed if 
the United States were to adopt Sweden’s 
policies on contraception and abortion. Jesuit 
Father Robert J. Henle, now professor 
emeritus of philosophy and jurisprudence at 
St. Louis University, made his ‘‘interim 
proposal’’ in an Aug. 19 letter in the daily St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. He called for making 
‘some headway in stopping the horrible 
increase in abortions’? by adopting a public 
policy, as Sweden has, aimed at ending all 
abortions, legal and illegal. All abortions in 
Sweden must be performed in a hospital with 
‘‘neutral counselors’? to advise the women, 
thus eliminating a conflict of interest that exists 
when counselors are employed by an abortion 
clinic, he said. 


BACKS POSTPONEMENT — Cardinal 
John Krol of Philadelphia has backed the 
American Jewish Committee’s call to postpone 
completion of a controversial Carmelite 
convent at the site of a former Nazi death 
camp in Poland, said a Jewish official. 
Cardinal Krol was scheduled to leave Sept. 2 
for a private visit to Poland during which he 
planned to discuss the convent issue with 
Cardinal Franciszek Macharski of Krakow, 
said Rabbi Marc H. Tanenbaum, the 
committee’s director of international relations. 
Auschwitz, where 3 million Jews were killed 
during World War II, is located in the Krakow 
Archdiocese. A fund-raising appeal for the 
convent was launched with ‘‘incredibly 
insensitive and triumphalistic rhetoric’ that 
outraged U.S. and European Jewish 
organizations, Rabbi Tanenbaum said.

ALCALA PARK — Benedictine Sister Glenna 
Raybell, the first woman and newest member of the 
diocesan Marriage Tribunal, describes herself as a person 
who likes ‘‘to troubleshoot and make the system work for 
people. I see myself as a person working for other 
people.”’ 


Sister Raybell joined the Marriage Tribunal Sept. 2 as 
associate director. She will also serve as a consultant to 
Bishop Leo T. Maher, Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez 
and the Curia. 

She earned a licentiate of canon law at St. Paul Univer- 
sity in Ottawa, Ontario, Canada last April. 


“I WAS ALWAYS interested in law,’’ Sister Raybell 
said, adding that this interest came from a variety of 
sources including a family that enjoyed political 
discussions. 

Her former work as a clinical social worker in an emer- 
gency room at a Bismark, North Dakota, hospital also 
increased her desire to study law because she often had to 
use the law as an advocacy tool for her clients, she said. 


When the new code of canon law took effect in Novem- 
ber 1983, Sister Raybell attended a diocesan workshop in 


Bismarck. She later received permission of the bishop of 


Bismarck to study canon law.

Sister Glenna Raybell: ‘| see myself as a person 
working for other people.’ 
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TO EARN HER canon law degree, Sister Raybell 
demonstrated competency in certain theological areas. 
Each of the 1,752 codes of canon law was taught individ- 
ually, with emphasis on those areas that might arise such 
as canons dealing with marriage and the rights of laity, 
she said. 

Sister Raybell pointed out that many changes taking 
place in today’s church are ‘‘not changes but 
restorations.” 

Vatican II reemphasized the role of the laity within the 
church, she said. ‘‘If people would study the history of the 
church, they would be more open and flexible.’’ 


“THE CHURCH still sees annulment as a legal court 
process,’’ said the 54-year-old nun. Although the Second 
Vatican Council’s influence can be seen in the new code, 
the annulment procedure remains that of the old code, 
and tribunal members continue to be called canon 
lawyers. 


She described the annulment process as similar to a 
civil court proceeding. [nstead of having a plaintiff and a 
defendent, annulment proceedings call for a petitioner 
and a respondent, as well as witnesses, she said. 


““The role a canon lawyer plays depends on the case,”’ 


she explained. ‘‘You can be an advocate, a judge or a 
defender of the bond.’’ Sister Raybell has been sworn in

Father Carroll encourages a letter-writing campaign 
to the governor. “‘Let the governor know everyone in 
San Diego supports the legislation,’’ he said. ‘‘For 22 
cents or a 14-cent postcard, they can help San Diego’s 
homeless get $3 million.’’ 


The act requires San Diego County to submit a plan 
by Jan. 1, 1987, for providing food, clothing, shelter, 
transportation and job counseling to its homeless per- 
sons. It will also provide case management and loans 

‘for housing and utility and security deposits, according 
to Chacon. 


THE STATE Department of Housing and Com- 
munity Development will review the plan, recommend 
a method for coordinating state services to San Diego 
County’s homeless population, and disburse and mon- 
itor funds provided by the pilot project.

She 
first worked in education and has taught every grade level 
except college. Social sciences were her favorite subject 
area. 

Sister Raybell worked with Chicago’s black community 
during that city’s riots of the 1960s. ‘I was teaching 
history then . . . and I wanted to understand their 
anger.’’ She began a_ kindergarten-to-12th-grade 
education program in Chicago’s black area and became 
active in the civil rights movement. 

SHE EXPRESSED an interest in minority groups, 
especially American Indians, adding that she has worked 
with all minorities. 


People need to be taught ‘‘to respect the dignity of each 
human person,”’ she said. People should ‘‘try to learn and 
understand other cultures.’’ America is a great country 
because it is a mixture of so many different ethnic groups, 
she added. These different cultures ‘‘add to rather than 
take from’’ this country’s greatness. 


If the San Diego model is judged successful, the plan 
will be adopted state-wide, as the original legislation 
called for, Father Carroll said. This will provide $30 
million to be distributed annually for three years to 
homeless service centers throughout the state. 


An estimated 5,000 homeless people live in San 
Diego. About one-third are mentally ill; the remainder 
are poor, unemployed, drug and alcohol dependent 
and runaways, a report of the Mayor’s’Task Force on 
the Downtown Homeless states. 


AT PRESENT, the siate allocates about $41 million 
annually for homeless relief. However, this is dis- 
tributed to 15 budgets in two state agencies. AB 2839 
calls for coordinating the functions performed by dif- 
ferent offices at the state capitol.

In this corner with the Catholic view 


Oh, boy! The church has a real truth, 
communications and image problem 
when the media serves up ZaZa Gabor 
and Phil Donahue with their explanations 
of how marriage is viewed in our society. 


Time was when you could expect to 
find famous Catholics on the cover of 
Catholic Digest every even month of the 
year. They showed how Catholics could 
combine faith with fame and fortune. 


SOMETIMES THEY were Catholics 
connected to the silver screen: Bing 
Crosby, Dennis Day, Bob Hope’s wife 
Dolores. Sometimes the converts of 
Bishop Fulton Sheen like author-diplomat 
Clair Boothe Luce — wife of Henry, the 
founder of the Time magazine empire. In 
sports: Notre Dame’s famous coach, 
Knute Rockne, and the New York 
Yankee’s home run king Babe Ruth. 


We did not look to these people to 
explain the faith, merely to live it as best 
they could. Our explanations, when we 
needed them, came from Father John A. 
O’Brien and the Jesuit piano playing 
popularist of the Queens Work 
Magazine, Father Dan Lord. 


Today however when there are 
national call-in TV programs like Larry 
King’s and every reporter is trained to get

at least a half dozen quotes from the latest 
pickets outside of any church 
everybody seems to be an expert on 
Catholic positions. 


SO IT isn’t only what Pope John Paul 
says but what ZaZa Gabor says about 
marriage and it isn’t only what Cardinal 
Bernardin says it’s what Phil Donahue 
reports about the church’s position on 
women, the world, marriage and no 
family, that goes down as Catholic 
thought. 

With my own eyes, for example, I have 
seen a priest who has been thrown out of 
one religious order appearing on one 
national television channel as a 
spokesman for the Catholic Church and 
the archbishop who runs the Vatican 
Press Office, John Foley, appearing on 
another. = 


Like the signs on superhighways that 
are all the same size no matter how big or 
how small the town, the archbishop and 
the priest, both identified as “‘speaking 


from the Catholic viewpoint’’ get equal 
weight and equal billing. 


IN AUGUST, the press reported that 
Miss Gabor, a self-proclaimed Catholic, 
with views akin to the Roman emperor 
who made his horse a senator, felt so fond 
of her own animal, she wanted it to be a 
part of her newest wedding at the track. 
She explained that since none of her half 
dozen marriages nor those of her intended 
eighth groom had been blessed by the 
Catholic Church, she thought she might 
like a Catholic wedding. 


Phil Donahue whose morning TV talk 
show provides what one wag calls a 
“keyhole view of the world’’ was on 
national television for a week in August 
also talking about animals, the ‘‘human’’ 
animal. 


Donahue, [ gather, considers himself 
in that broad penumbra of former 
Catholics who remember the church with 
a certain amount of quaintness. 


PHIL, OF course, is deliberately out- 
rageous and demonstrated this with his 
segment on marriage for the ‘“‘human 
animal.’’ Was there anything good to be 
said about a long life together? Nope. 
About differences between ‘‘animal’’ and 
“‘human’’ sexual relationships? Nope. 
About the hallowed biblical view of the

The Donohue  show’s conventional 
wisdom on marriage: Living together 
‘*till death do us part’’ is passe for both 
animal and human mates. We heard it 
solemnly pronounced as if no other 
modern, intelligent view existed at all. 


Our media-drenched society presents 
one of the great challenges for the church 
today. We have a significant number of 
people whom my friend, the editor of the 
St. Louis Review, Msgr. Ed Sudekum, 
calls ‘‘intellectually hyphenated”’ 
Catholics. 


THE MEDIA trots them out 
regularly: pro-choice Catholics; anti- 
abortion Catholics; pro-sandinista 
Catholics; anti-sandinista Catholics; pro- 
divorce Catholics; ex-Catholics; 
dissenting Catholics; “‘etcetera, etcetera 
and so forth.”’ 

Of course we can’t station a licensed 
theologian outside every TV studio ready 
to go on. But, like the folks at Xerox and 
Polaroid who keep reminding us such 
trade names shouldn’t be used lightly, 
perhaps the media could be just a wee bit 
more careful about where they get their 
views about Catholic thought.

Let children solve problems with teacher 


A school administrator got a call from a 
mother last May complaining about two 
of her son’s high school teachers. After 
sorting out her complaints, the 
administrator realized that the mother 
had taken on the son’s responsibility for 
his school life.

INSTEAD OF confronting their son, 
the parents complained about the 
standards of the teachers. They were too 
demanding.

The administrator asked, ‘‘Is your son 
capable of doing the work?,’ 

“‘Oh, yes,’’ the mother replied. “‘But 
he doesn’t like those two teachers.”’ 

‘““ARE THEY good teachers?’’ the 
principal asked. 

‘*Yes, but he doesn’t like them.’’

the situation?’’ the principal asked. 

‘“*TALK TO the teachers. Ask them to 
be more pleasant,’’ she answered. “‘Have 
them smile more and relax more.

The principal tactfully suggested that 
her 16-year-old son, not she, was 
responsible for developing a working 
relationship with the teachers. ‘‘He’ll be 
out on his own in a couple of years,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and he’ll face college teachers and 
employers he may not like. This is a good 
opportunity to prepare him to deal with 
that eventuality.”’ 

She said, ‘‘I knew I wouldn’t get any 
help from you,’’ and hung up.

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the school to complain about the boy’s 
teacher, and the call usually followed 
some infraction or slip in study habits. 
The two had developed a pattern. When 
he became irresponsible, she stepped in to 
rescue him by blaming the teacher. 


Parents frequently hear complaints 
about teachers from kids and _ it’s 
tempting to intervene. Some complaints 
are valid and parents need to relay them 
to administrators but the effective parent 
is one who sifts justifiable complaints 
from the chaff of chronic ones. 


When there is overt unfairness, 
genuine teacher dislike of a child, or lack 
of teaching ability, parents are obligated 
to step in and, contrary to popular belief, 
administrators welcome — such 
intervention. They don’t want unfair and 
substandard teachers in their buildings. 


BUT WHEN parents complain to 
divert attention from the  student’s 
responsibility or behavior, they are out of 
line. They are rescuing their children 
from having to face up to standards and 
behaviors that are fundamental to their 
total development. 


It’s sad to run into a chronically 


rescued teenager in the classroom. He is 
already on a path of blaming others for his 
own lack of performance which can 
become a life pattern. 


How many of us have worked 
alongside such people? It’s not their fault 
they’re late, it was traffic. They could 
achieve at work if the boss was more 
likable. The job didn’t get done because 
the office was too noisy, and so on. 


SCHOOLS EXIST to pass on 
knowledge, true, but also to teach 
responsibility. Teachers who demand 
responsibility commensurate with 
capability may not always be liked by 
students but they are true teachers, as 
interested in developing a person as in 
teaching content. 


When parents interfere with this 
important development, they are denying 
their children true education. They are 
removing responsibility rather than 
fostering it. And they aren’t going to be 
around to intervene when their adult 
child faces people and _ situations he 
doesn’t like.

Ashamed of U.S. actions 


Last July a land mine destroyed a 
vehicle loaded with civilians in 
Nicaragua. 


The pictures are too familiar: the rows 
of coffins, the faces of the people as a 
whole community grieves the sudden loss 
of so many loved ones. With tears I 
remember our shock and anger over the 
McDonald’s massacre in San Ysidro. But 
these 12 women, 12 children and 8 men 
were not killed by one man in a moment 
of madness. They were assasinated with 
the help of our respectable representatives 
in Washington, D.C. The week that these 
32 civilians were blown up on a country 
bus in Nicaragua, our congressmen voted 
to give $100 million of our tax money to 
the bands of guerrillas responsible for the 
massacre. 


In four months in Nicaragua, I came 
and went as I pleased, living and visiting 
with rural families in the North. No 
official guided my visit. People spoke 
freely to me and among themselves. As in 
many countries I met people who love 
their government and others with 
complaints. The overriding reality that I 
witnessed is that Nicaraguans are 
terrorized by the Contras that the U.S. 
finances, not by the Sandinistas. The 
people are oppressed by profound poverty 
and shortages, not by their government. 


The U.S. involvement in Nicaragua is 
only deepening the people’s suffering. 
While European governments are helping 
to build health clinics, schools and 
factories, we are sending the weapons that 
blow them up. [ am deeply ashamed of 
my country’s actions.

Why make changes? 


As a member of Holy Trinity parish, El 
Cajon, I would like to offer a few 
extenuating circumstances involving the 
possible remodeling of the sanctuary to 
conform to the ‘‘Spirit of Vatican [1.’’ In 
the first place there is nothing in that 
document that orders these changes, nor 
does canon law prescribe it. 

In 1978, a U.S. bishops’ committee on 
liturgy came out with a document 
entitled: ‘‘Environment and Art in 
Catholic Worship.’’ This has not been 
adopted by the National Conference of 


. Catholics Bishops. In this document it 


says that it is O.K. to make these 


changes, though not compulsory. 


The changes suggested at Holy Trinity 
involve the removing of the Communion 
rail, moving the altar forward, closer to 
the congregation and relocating the 
tabernacle. These changes will cause 
destruction of priceless fixtures at great 
expense, all in the hope that it will ‘‘bring 
the people closer to God’’ at Mass. The 
architecture of pre-Vatican II churches, 
such as Holy Trinity, makes it very im- 
practical as well as very costly. Have these 
changes in sanctuaries throughout the 
country during the past 15 or 20 years 
brought the laity closer to God? 
Physically it has but spiritually? Well a 
1985 report by two priests-statisticians at 
University of Notre Dame reported only 
44 percent of professed Catholics now 
attend Mass every Sunday.- Not an 
impressive figure? 

If our U.S. bishops weren’t so 
concerned with our church architecture, 
helping run the Pentagon, our economy 
etc., of which their knowledge is limited, 
should not they rethink their priorities 
and concentrate on cleaning house in our 
Catholic education system, starting from 
the top, including seminaries, high and 
grade schools. This neglect is all too 
evident in the current situation at 
Catholic U. in Washington, D.C. 
involving Father Charles Curran, a 
priest, who for the past 20 years in his 
writing and lectures has consistently 
refutted matters of faith and morals. In so 
doing has ignored the sacred magisterium 
of the church. Father Curran is only the 
tip of the iceburg as he claims hundreds of 
followers among priests and Religious, 
both men and women. Our bishops 
should have corrected this situation years 
ago when it first developed.

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Diocese hires communications director

ALCALA PARK — Bill Finley, former director of 
public relations for the San Diego State University 
Department of Athletics, was recently named director of 
communications for the Diocese of San Diego. He 
replaces Father Steven McCall, diocesan vicar of 
education, who had served in the position on a part-time 
basis for one year. 

Finley, a native San Diegan, is a former newspaper 
reporter for The San Diego Union and The Tribune. A 
1966 graduate and class president of Hoover High 
School, Finley received a bachelor’s degree in journalism 
from San Diego State University. 

HE WAS a part-time reporter for The Tribune during 
college and was hired full-time as a general assignment 
and sports writer after graduating in 1970. 

In 1977 Finley moved ‘‘across the hall’’ at the 
Union/Tribune building and worked as a reporter at The 
San Diego Union until taking on the public relations post 
at SDSU in 1982. 


This change permitted him to devote more time to his 
family. ‘‘There are no holidays in the news business,”’ 
Finley said, referring to the frequent night and weekend 
work. 

IN HIS two years at SDSU, Finley said he made 
valuable contacts and built a rapport with television and 
newspaper people. ‘‘The experience [ gained at San 
Diego State, working with news people, will come in 
handy here,”’ he said. 

Because his work was limited to athletics, Finley said 
his interests began to wane. He was looking for another 
job when Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, chancellor, approached 
him about the communications position. Bishop Maher 
decided the time had come to improve external 


communications, said Finley. 

In the past the job of communications director was 
part-time; it fell in the lap of a priest with more pressing 
jobs, said Finley. 

‘“*THERE IS enough that is going on in the Catholic 
community’’ to keep a full-time communications director 
busy, he said. 

“‘f’ve been asked to build from scratch so the good 
works of the diocese can be known,”’ said Finley, who has 
spent the last few weeks acquainting himself with his new 
role. 

He visited the communications office at the 
Archdiocese of San Francisco this summer to see how an 
established diocesan communications office operates. 


FINLEY BELIEVES that good internal 
communications within the diocese must first be achieved 
in order to obtain efficient external communications. 
‘‘We need to know what’s going on around the diocese,”’ 
he said. 

Finley has discussed with Msgr. Eagen sponsoring 
workshops for parish and church organizations to help 
them attract attention to their events, as well as to identify 
the best vehicle for their message. 

‘“At Mass we hear about the Good News,”’ said Finley. 
‘But in the newspapers the only thing we hear about is 
bad news. I’m not sure the average man knows the good 
things the Catholic Church does for the city of San 
Diego.”’ 


FINLEY CALLS this an exciting time for the church 
in San Diego because of the anniversary celebrations of 
Bishop Maher and the diocese, as well as Pope John 
Paul’s visit to California — all in 1987. ‘‘San Diego will 
be heavily involved in the pope’s visit,’’ he said.

Agency is advocate for immigrants’ rights

CHULA VISTA — To provide alternative immigra- 
tion services, religious leaders formed the Centro de Asuntos 

. . e . ye 
Migratorios (CAM, Migratory Affairs Center) seven years 
ago. 

CAM is an advocate for the rights of immigrants, both 
documented and undocumented, said Marco Antonio 
Rodriguez, CAM executive director. 

GROUPS WHO organized CAM include the Diocese 
of San Diego, local Augustinians, Episcopalians, 
Lutherans, Quakers, and Presbyterians, Rodriguez said. 

Although the center exists to assist all migrants, 
Rodriguez said religious leaders initially felt the need was 
greatest for Mexicans. 

‘*Religious leaders saw abuse going on by attorneys, 
notary publics and immigration officials,’’ he said, 
adding that most of this abuse was economic. 

CAM’S DIRECT immigration services to undocu- 
mented migrants include working to prevent their 
deportation, the director explained. Services are provided 
in the center’s two offices located in Chula Vista and El 
Centro. 

The center also assists Central Americans who seek 
asylum in the United States, Rodriguez said, adding that 
most of this work is done at the El Centro office where the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service detention facility 
is located. 

The center also sponsors education programs for 
undocumented persons and their relatives, he said. These

sessions explain immigration laws and show migrants how 
to avoid exposing themselves to abuses. 


EDUCATION PROGRAMS are also given to com- 
munity groups interested in immigration issues, 
Rodriguez said. 


CAM personnel also participate in forums where 
immigration law is debated, he said, adding that ‘‘CAM 
is at the opposite pole from the INS.’’ 


As an example, Rodriguez cited the guest worker 
proposal. ‘“‘CAM won’t support a guest worker program 
that exposes workers to conditions not tolerated for 
Americans,” he said. 


SANCTIONS AGAINST American employers are not 
endorsed by the center because this ‘carries the implied 
authority for employers to decide’? who has migrated 
legally, thus opening a new door for discrimination, 
Rodriguez said. ‘‘Sanctions won’t cure the alleged 
problem of undocumented workers taking jobs from 
Americans because the two (groups) don’t work the same 
jobs,’’ he said. 

Sanctions against employers would force more undocu- 
mented workers underground and would open up new 
forms of abuse, he said.

Although U.S. immigration laws are designed to limit 
immigration, Rodriguez said that many U.S. employers 
depend on foreign labor. He cited agriculture, the hotel 
industry and restaurants as examples. 

‘“Many immigrants are not treated as human beings by 
our system of justice and authority,’’ he said. 

WHEN A SUSPECTED undocumented person is 
apprehended, he should be read his rights under the U.S. 
Constitution or immigration laws. This is not done, 
Rodriguez said, adding that many of those apprehended 
are “‘forced to sign voluntary departure forms.”’ 

Rodriguez said that CAM is certified to take 
immigration cases to the Supreme Court: 

CAM’s funding comes from its founding religious 
groups, foundations and clients’ fees, Rodriguez said.

Churches participate in AIDS prayer vigil

SAN DIEGO — Representatives of several religious 
denominations joined the congregation of Metropolitan 
Community Church for a candlelight vigil Sept. 5, 
commencing a 50-hour AIDS prayer vigil at the church. 


Sister Louise McDonald, CSJ, pastoral associate at 
Christ the King parish and a member of the recently 
formed AIDS Chaplaincy Task Force, joined seven other 
religious leaders for the service. 


PASTOR DAVID Farrell of Metropolitan 
Community Church, who spearheaded the AIDS prayer 
vigil, told participants that similar vigils were being held 
in over 50 cities across the country as well as in New 
Zealand, Canada, Mexico and England. 


“Pm pleased and honored to be part of this group of 
Christians gathered together in oneness,’’ said Rev. 
Farrell in welcoming the crowd. The vigil was ‘‘an 
opportunity for people to educate themselves and 
disseminate accurate information’? about AIDS, he 
added. 


Yet, while the large crowd inside the church prayed, 
sang and listened to several religious leaders speak, a 
handful of picketers carrying placards and chanting 
derogatory remarks marred the otherwise peaceful vigil. 


THE PROTESTS were directed at homosexuals 
participating in the vigil. Because Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS) — said to be transmitted 
through the sharing of blood or saliva — has substantially 
affected gays in the United States, some fundamentalist 
churches have called it a retribution from God for the gay 
lifestyle. 
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According to the San Diego AIDS Project, the terminal 
disease has afflicted the general population in some 
African countries. It is also prevalent among intravenous 
drug users. 


‘“‘We know this illness is not a punishment from you,”’ 
Rev. Farrell continued. ‘‘We seek nothing less than a 
heart transplant in the attitude of people.”’ 


““KEEP THEM in your prayers tonight,’ Rev. 
Farrell said of the picketers midway through the Friday 
evening vigil. 

THREE RELIGIOUS leaders representing various 
ecumenical organizations spoke after the candle-lighting 
ceremony. Rev. Herbert Christ, pastor of College Park 
Presbyterian Church, told members of Metropolitan 
Church that he was indebted to them for taking the 
initiative of beginning an AIDS ministry program. 


‘Because of your vigil our congregation got interested 
in ministering to AIDS patients and their families,’’ he 
said. ‘‘All of us (religious leaders) are indebted to you.”’ 


As a member of the San Diego County Ecumenical 
Conference, Rev. Christ said the AIDS vigil sparked the 
conference to establish the AIDS Chaplaincy Task Force. 
It also brought awareness of the disease to the San Diego 
County Human Relations Committee, which voted to 
encourage citizens to oppose an initiative in the 
November ballot that could quarantine persons suspected 
of having AIDS. 


“‘I HOPE my being here will be a way of saying to you 
that the larger community outside this church supports 
you in an honest way,’’ he added. 
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Rev. Patricia Bachman, an Episcopal 


priest 
representing the AIDS Chaplaincy Task Force, told the 
vigil participants that ‘‘it is clear there are others who 
presume to speak for God in a judgmental and harsh way. 


“The God we know is a very different God,”’ she said, 
‘‘a God of loving compassion who works within us to 
create harmony and wholeness.”’ 


NICOLE MURRAY of the San Diego AIDS 
Assistance Fund also spoke at the vigil. He said the 
assistance fund provides shelter to AIDS patients who are 
thrown out of their homes. The fund also purchases items 
such as eyeglasses and wheelchairs for persons with AIDS 
and in some cases pays for funeral services ‘‘for people 
who would have gone without dignity.’’ 


““As Mother Teresa and others have shown, there is no 
question who our Lord would be ministering to if He 
stepped onto this world now,’’ Murray added. 
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Old rules of dissent not 


revelant today, say bishops

WASHINGTON (NC) — The old 


rules of theological dissent aren’t 
applicable anymore thanks to increased 
news coverage and popular interest, 
several U.S. bishops have suggested. 


The bishops were commenting on the 
case of censured Catholic University of 
America theologian Father Charles E. 
Curran. 


THE OLDER rules need changing, 
the bishops suggested, not because the 
church wants to suppress intellectual 
inquiry but because theological dissent 
can have such an immediate impact on 
the way people think and act. 


Norms for public dissent spelled out by 
the U.S. bishops in a pastoral letter only 
18 years ago ‘‘are simply not workable,”’ 
declared Archbishop James A. Hickey of 
Washington at a press conference Aug. 
19. 


According to the Washington 
archbishop, who is chancellor of Catholic 
University, the Vatican decision to 
revoke Father Curran’s license to teach as 
a Catholic theologian shows ‘“‘that there is 
no right to public dissent’’ in the church. 


FATHER CURRAN, who has taught 
moral theology at Catholic University 
since 1965, was told Aug. 18 that after a 
seven-year investigation the Holy See 
considers him neither “eligible nor 
suitable’” to teach any longer as a 
Catholic theologian. 


In a letter to his archdiocese Aug. 22, 
Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco wrote that there once was a 
generally accepted set of rules for dissent. 


But that, he said, was in an era when 
Catholic theologians engaged in 
speculative writing only for a specialized 
audience, often writing in Latin or in 
journals which were read ‘‘almost 
exclusively by theologians or priests.”’ 


THE SITUATION today ‘‘is 
dramatically different,’? he commented. 
““Today there is wide generalized and 
media interest in theological issues. There 
is instant communication. 
Consequently, like so many other issues 
in the church, the issue of dissent presents 
new Gimieu ne which the church must 
weigh seriously.”’ 

Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Chicago, writing in the Aug. 29 issue of 
his archdiocesan newspaper, The Chicago 
Catholic, noted the same changes in 
public interest and news media attention 
to theological disputes. 


“This creates a problem,”’ he said. ‘‘At 
what point does the academic exchange 
pass over into the pastoral realm? At what 
point does theological speculation have 
such an impact on people’s moral 
decisions that it seems to be an alternative 
teaching authority, especially when it is in 
conflict with the teaching authority of the 
pope and bishops?”’ 


THE CHICAGO cardinal, who is also 
chairman of Catholic University’s board 
of trustees, urged people ‘‘to discuss, 
calmly and objectively, the many issues 
that have been brought to the fore by the 
Curran case.”’ 


‘Bishop Howard Hubbard of Albany, 
N.Y., also discussed how wide publicity 
affects theological dissent. 


“There has to be a place for 
theologians to explain the meaning of 
faith in a contemporary context,’’ he said 
in an interview Aug. 28 with The 
Evangelist, Albany diocesan newspaper. 
But today, he added, the theological 
arguments ‘‘are on the front page of the 
local newspaper or are the leading story 
on the nightly television news.”’ 


“WE HAVEN’T come to grips with 
that very well,’ he commented. 


Father Curran has emphasized that the 
whole Vatican investigation leading to his 
censure was based exclusively on _ his 
writings in scholarly books and journals. 
The Holy See’s inquiries never cited his 
classroom teaching, his lectures or his 
writings or interviews in popular media.

Rome’s actions necessary, says theologian 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The Holy 
See had to take action against Father 
Charles E. Curran because ‘‘what he is 
teaching is not Catholic theology,’’ said 
moral theologian William E. May at a 
press conference in Washington Sept. 4. 


May, who teaches with Father Curran 
at The Catholic University of America, 
used the words ‘‘fine,’’ ‘‘admirable,”’ 
‘good Catholic’’ and “‘holy’’ to describe 
Father Curran as a person. 


BUT THE priest ‘‘is dead wrong”’ in 
his dissent from Catholic teachings and in 
his belief that all Catholics have a right to 
dissent from church authority, May said. 
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function as a professor of Catholic 
theology. He is currently appealing a 
decision to revoke his ecclesiastical license 
to teach on Catholic University’s theology 
faculty. 


The press conference at the National 
Press Club was sponsored by 
Christendom College, a small college in 
Virginia’s Shenandoah Valley that 
professes ‘‘unequivocal loyalty to 
Catholic doctrine.”’ 


JOINING IN sponsorship was the 
Fellowship of Catholic Scholars, a New 
York-based association formed to 


promote and defend Catholic teaching. 


Appearing with May were St. Louis 
University historian and Catholic 
commentator James Hitchcock; 
Christendom College president Damian 
Fedoryka; and Jesuit Father Richard 
Roach, a moral theology professor at 
Marquette University, Milwaukee. 


May and Father Roach said they had 
joined Father Curran in 1968 in a 
statement of dissent from the teaching 
against artificial birth control in Pope 
Paul VI’s encyclical ‘‘Humanae Vitae”’ 
(On Human Life).

ALCALA PARK — Although the University of San 
Diego is a Roman Catholic institution, it is a separate 
legal entity, USD President Author Hughes said. ‘“‘It is 
not owned, controlled or financed by the church, though 
the Diocese of San Diego, the Religious of the Sacred 
Heart and the laity provided its initial capital.’’ 


“USD does not proselytize nor indoctrinate for the 
church,’’ Hughes continued during his annual welcome 
to USD faculty and staff Sept. 5. The president reviewed 
campus developments and what he termed ‘‘recently 
evolving issues’’ in his address. 


SEVERAL RECENT events have raised questions 
about USD’s relationship to the church and the Diocese of 
San Diego, Hughes said. 


He noted a “‘perceived diocesan-university conflict’’ 
reported in the media earlier this year. 


Without naming her, the president referred to Helen 
Copley, publisher of The San Diego Union and The 
Tribune, who gave up her post as a USD trustee several 
months ago. ‘“There was never, as a matter of record, a 
request from the diocese, the university or the board for 
any such action,’’ Hughes said. Copley “‘chose to accede 
to the request of a few diocesan priests who believed (her) 
actions to be inappropriate as a Catholie university 
trustee.” 


VATICAN ACTION involving Father Charles 
Curran of The Catholic University of America has 
“created anxiety for some about church-university 
separation,’’ Hughes said. 


The nature of Catholic University’s theology faculty is 
very different from that of USD, he said. The 
Washington D.C. university offers a pontifical degree 
program that ‘‘creates specific and unique juridical ties to 
the Vatican.” 

Hughes spoke of the Vatican’s Congregation for 
Catholic Education draft of April 1985, ‘“‘Schema for a 
Pontifical Document,’’ which ponders the church- 
university relationship. The document ‘‘assumes that a 
Catholic university ‘exists within the church and is part of 
Ite 
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HE SAID he was one of 14 college and university presi- 
dents who signed a statement of response to the schema. 
This declaration ‘‘reinforces the view that the essence of 
academic freedom is the absense of control from any body 
outside the university.”’ 


If Catholic universities were controlled by the church, 
academic freedom and institutional autonomy would be 
endangered, he added. 


Hughes quoted from the statement: ‘‘Our critics would 
charge that such direct ecclesiatical control means that our 
institutions are not universities at all, but places of narrow 
sectarian indoctrination; hence they have no right to 
claim public monies to support what would be described 
as their proselytizing mission. If such a view prevailed in 
our courts, then decades of sacrifice by generations of 
faculty, students and benefactors of Catholic universities 
in North America would have been squandered.”’ 


‘“*A CATHOLIC university should serve the church as 
a university — not as a parish,’’ Hughes said. 


Catholic universities share in the wider ministry of the 
church as an institution of higher learning that provides 
direction for faith and life, and as a participant in the 
public life of the Catholic community, Hughes said, 
quoting from a recent speech by Bishop James Malone of 
Youngstown, Ohio, National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops president. 


Bishop Malone highlighted the fact that Catholic 
universities are enriched by the presence of the church,

and ‘‘the church’s understanding of its faith is enriched 
through the constant pursuit of truth by university 
theologians,’’ Hughes said. 


Communication mechanisms are needed do deal ‘‘with 
inevitable tensions between church and university,’’ he 
said, adding that USD should take the first step locally to 
develop a strategy to deal with this tension.

Vietnamese struggle to preserve faith

SAN DIEGO — Before San Diego’s Catholic 
Vietnamese left their homeland over a decade ago, their 
faith was a way of life, said Dien Do, president of the local 
Vietnamese Catholic community. 

About half attended daily Mass in South Vietnam as a 
family and immersed themselves in various apostolates. 
Most attended Catholic schools, which Do said were 


_ affordable and superior to the country’s state-operated 


schools. 

CATHOLICS GREW up seeking security in the 
church during 30 years of war in which the French, na- 
tionalists and Communists vied for control of the country, 


Do said. 


Immigration to the United States dealt severe blows to 
these Southeast Asians’ once-vibrant faith. Survival be- 
came their new way of life. The language barrier, trans- 
portation problems, long working hours, separation into 
various parts of the city — all combined to push their faith 
life low on the ladder of priorities. 

But they did not face their problems alone. Vietnamese 
clergy and lay leaders have provided a support system, 
partially through liturgies and organizations, to help their 
people again feel at home in the church. 


THE BYLAWS of the Vietnamese Catholic’ Com- 
munity of San Diego state the purpose of this diocesan or- 
ganization: to support each other in leading a Christian 
life by sharing spiritual experiences, studying Scripture 
and the teachings of the Roman Catholic Church; to pre- 
serve the Vietnamese heritage; to integrate into American 
society; and to work toward solidarity. 

Have these aims been accomplished? Are they realistic 
goals for the future? 

Father Joseph Bien, chaplain of the Vietnamese Cath- 
olic community in the diocese and associate pastor at Our 
Lady of Grace Church, observes different values among 
various age groups. 

“FIRST GENERATION Vietnamese immigrants 
will keep their faith and culture,’’ he predicted, noting 
that nearly three-fourths of them seek their priests’ help in 
this regard. He foresees over one-fifth of the second gen- 
eration losing this heritage, but believes the third genera- 
tion will return to their Vietnamese roots after feeling

Conversion — persecution — martyrdom — canon- 
ization. This is the story behind the procession and 
Mass at Our Lady of Grace Church Sept.7, honoring 
the 130,000 Vietnamese martyred during the last three 
centuries. 

Confucianism and Buddhism were the predominant 
religions in Vietnam before Catholic missionaries 
arrived there in the 16th century. Dominican and 
Franciscan priests came from France, Spain and Por- 
tugal. Jesuits from France established the first mission 
in Danang in 1615, according to an article written by 
Father J. B. Thanh Hung in The Immaculate Heart of 
Mary magazine. 

JESUIT FATHER Alexandre de Rhodes, called 
the apostle of Vietnam, was expelled from there by the 
emperor. In 1658 the priest reported a Catholic pop- 
ulation of 300,000 in Vietnam. At his request, Pope 
Alexander II appointed two bishops from the Foreign 
Missionary Society of Paris to establish dioceses in the 
Indochinese country. 
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alienated from Caucasians. Intermarriage with Anglos 
will be uncommon, the priest said. 


About 95 percent of all Vietnamese Catholics attend 
Mass regularly, he added. 


Weekly Masses in Vietnamese are celebrated at three 
churches. Father Bien says Mass at Holy Spirit, Father 
Joseph Long at Our Lady of the Sacred Heart and St. 
Francis, Vista, and Father Peter Nghia at Holy Family 
Church. : 


ANOTHER VIETNAMESE priest, Father Joseph 
Khuyen, is associate pastor of St. Joseph Cathedral where 
he celebrates Mass in English. 


The entire Catholic Vietnamese community of about 
2,000 gathers at various churches to celebrate their most 
important feasts: that of the Vietnamese martyrs (see 
story on page 1), Christmas and the Vietnamese lunar 
year. 

Over 500 celebrate first Friday and first Satutday 
Masses at Holy Spirit and Holy Family churches. Devo- 
tions to Mary are also popular among local Vietnamese, 
Do said. 


ABOUT 60 PERCENT of the youth from preschool to 
grade 12 attend weekly religious education classes, Father 
Bien said, adding that few can afford Catholic school tui- 
tion. Studying the Vietnamese language is also part of 
their Sunday school curriculum. 

Large numbers of young Vietnamese are seen in choirs 
and in the Boy Scouts, Do said. 

Some Vietnamese organizations draw as many as 50 
adult members: Cursillos in Christianity, the Secular 
Franciscan Fraternity and the Legion of Mary. 


THE VIETNAMESE Catholic community boasts se- 
veral religious vocations. Two men recently professed fi- 
nal vows: Toan Van Nguyen of Mira Mesa in the Society 
of Jesus in San Francisco, and Tuan Quoc Nguyen as a 
Salesian of St. John Bosco in Los Angeles. The latter is 
Father Bien’s godson. : 

Can Nguyen is a candidate in the diocesan diaconate 
program. 

Two girls have entered religious communities, Father 
Bien said. One has made first vows in a Vietnamese Do- 
minican convent in Houston, Texas; the other recently 


Canonization expected for Vietnamese martyrs 


Other priests from this society joined them and 
opened a seminary for native clergy. The first four 
Vietnamese priests were ordained in 1668, the article 
continues. 

Sporadic persecutions during the next three decades 
resulted in 30 Catholics dying for their faith. Catholic 
missionaries were expelled during the 18th century; 
others entered secretly to take their places. 


IN 1833 Emperor Mihn Mang declared war on 
Christianity, which he perceived as an enemy to Con- 
fucian law. He ordered Catholics to apostatize by 
trampling on the cross. Several hundred who refused 
were killed by the sword during his 20-year reign. 


Mang’s successor, Emperor Tu Duc, accelerated the 
persecution. He commanded priests to be thrown into 
the sea or cut in two. He had over 50,000 Catholics 
killed — most beheaded, others strangled and 
trampled by elephants. Catholic churches and homes 
were burned. A majority of the Christians clung to 
their faith while being tortured and starved in prisons. 


became a novice with the Vietnamese Holy Cross Lovers 
in Santa Ana. 


DO SEES conflict and stress in many Vietnamese 
families. ‘‘Often parents cannot control their 
children . . . who want too much freedom.’? Many do 
not want to attend church or religion classes. ‘‘Some par- 
ents do not speak English and their children do not speak 
Vietnamese,’’ he said, adding that these parents do not 
understand the values their children are learning. 


Father Bien is no stranger to the problems and hard- 
ships endured by his people. 


As a youth, he joined the Communist party in North 
Vietnam, along with many other Catholics there who 
wanted to overthrow the ruling French government. After 
becoming aware of the party’s atheistic philosophy, he left 
it, changed his name to avoid Communist harrassment, 
and entered a seminary in North Vietnam’s Hung-Yen 
province. 


WHILE FATHER Bien was stationed in Lam-Dong, 
South Vietnam, during the 1970s, Communists tried re- 
peatedly to arrest him. He hid in an underground tunnel 
near his bed for hours at a time. 


The priest escaped with his parents and relatives from 
Lam-Dong in April 1975 at the end of the war. Ater rid- 
ing 100 miles on a moped and walking another 200 miles 
to the sea, he was picked up by a fishing boat and taken to 
Guam, along with 120 other South Vietnamese. 


The group was flown to Camp Pendleton where Father 
Bien remained three months until Bishop Leo T. Maher 
sponsored him for the diocese. 


DO SAID he escaped with his family from Saigon, 
South Vietnam two days before the war ended. He was 
flown to the Philippines by a U.S. embassy evacuation 
team, which he had assisted. ‘ 


The 42-year-old professional owns the San Diego Hy- 
brid Co., which manufactures microcircuits for electronic 
communications systems. Before opening this business 
last year, he worked as a metallurgical engineer for 
TRW. 


He was educated in Saigon where he taught high school 
physics and mathematics. 

Do and his wife, Thai-hoa, have four children — Tuan 
Hay, 17; The Huy, 16; Thanh Ha, 14; and Lucie, 5. 


This torture so angered the French and Spanish goy- 
ernments, they conquered Saigon in 1859. Three years 
later Tu Duc signed a treaty with France granting 
Christians religious freedom. 


THE CHURCH in Vietnam grew’ steadily. 
Catholics there numbered over two million in 1970, 
including 1,500 native clergy and over 6,000 Religious 
brothers and sisters. 


Their faith continued to be nourished by the inspir- 
ation of the martyrs. Popes Leo XIII, Pius X and Pius 
XII beatified 117 of them during a 50-year period. 
Their canonization is expected within a year, said 
Father Joseph Bien, chaplain of the San Diego 
Catholic Vietnamese community. 


The Communist takeover of South Vietnam in 1975 
brought a resurgence of religious persecution to the 
country. Since that time the government has closed 
Catholic churches and schools, confiscated properties 
of monasteries and convents, and harrassed, 
imprisoned and killed Catholics, the article explained.

Critics disagree on moral trends in today’s movies

WASHINGTON (NC) — Two public television movie 
reviewers said they have spotted a move toward morality 
in current films which, they said, show that immoral acts 
have negative consequences. 


Several Catholic cinema experts, however, said the two 
reviewers are overly optimistic in seeing a new trend. 


MICHAEL MEDVED and Jeffrey Lyons, co-hosts of 
‘*Sneak Previews,’’ a Public Broadcasting Service weekly 
film review, cited the change in films in a recent look at 
film’s portrayal of infidelity.

Many of the new movies ‘‘emphasize the devastating 
consequences of cheating and show how it can destroy 
families and ruin lives,’’ Medved said. 


The reviewers contrasted the new trend with that of 
older films which, they said, treated infidelity as 
something funny and harmless and sometimes even as 
something good. 
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AMONG THE films Medved and Lyons said taught 
that bad actions have bad consequences were ‘“Twice ina 
Lifetime,’’ ‘‘Shoot the Moon,”’ ‘‘Just Between Friends,”’ 
“Love Letters,’’ ‘‘Hannah and Her Sisters,’’ ‘“Terms of 
Endearment,”’ and the recently released ‘‘Heartburn.”’ 


““Twice in a Lifetime,’’ Medved said, showed the 
devastating results on a family when a husband (Gene 
Hackman) abandons his wife of 30 years (Ellen Burstyn). 

“‘Shoot the Moon,’’ in which a husband and father of 
four (Albert Finney) is unfaithful to his wife (Diane 
Keaton), showed that ‘‘when he fools around it not only 
wrecks his marriage,’’ it also ‘“‘leaves him a ruined and 
pathetic man,’’ Medved said. 


LYONS CITED ‘‘Hannah and Her Sisters’’ as 
another example of the trend. He said that in that film 
‘adultery is depicted as simply a pointless self- 
indulgence.’’ 


But Tony Zaza, who reviews films for the U.S. 


HAND CARVED IN WOOD & MARBLE 
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Catholic Conference Department of Communication, 
disputed the thesis. 


It ‘‘doesn’t make any sense at all,’’ Zaza said in an 
interview. They ‘‘can’t substantiate that. They’re off 
base.” 


ZAZA SAID that most of the films cited by the PBS 
critics portray ‘‘women helplessly victimized by society or 
women striking back.’’ The films still show an acceptance 
of promiscuity, he said, only now they also show ‘‘how 
the ‘80s woman deals with it.”’

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Chastity song gains popularity

WASHINGTON (NC) — A song promoting chastity 
has topped record charts in Latin America and the song’s 
promoters hope a follow-up record will succeed as well. 


‘When We’re Together,’’ a duet developed by the 
Population Communication Services of the Johns 
Hopkins School of Public Health in Baltimore, was No. 1 
on Mexican song charts for three months, said Patrick 
Coleman, director of the project which produced the 
song. The song, which was launched in January, was also 
a hit in several other Latin American nations, including 
Guatemala, Honduras, El Salvador and Colombia. 


A SECOND song, ‘‘Wait,’’ was released in mid- 
August by the project. 

Coleman, in a telephone interview, said that 11,000 
copies of ‘‘When We're Together’’ were distributed free 
of charge by the project, which is funded by the U.S. 
Agency for International Development. The song, 
recorded by Latin American vocalists Titiana Palacios 
and Johnny Losada, became even more popular when it 
was sold commercially after Ms. Palacios’ agent asked if it 
could be included on an album which she released last 
February. 

Father Edward Bryce, head of the U.S. bishops’ Office 
for Pro-Life Activities in Washington, said he was not 
surprised by the popularity of the song and said that he 
wished he had the resources to do something similar. 


THE PROGRAM ‘“‘probably could be done”’ in the 


United States, he added, ‘‘with the right stars.”’ 


‘“‘There’s a tremendous interest in the chastity 
programs that have started up recently in this country,”’ 
he said. Last year someone started to pass out buttons 
which said ‘‘no”’ and had requests for thousands of them 
from all over the nation, he added. 


Mercy Sister Maureen Joyce, a member of the New 
York State Governor’s Task Force on Teen-Age 
Pregnancy, said that the songs address a significant 
problem in today’s society. 

“WHEN YOU talk to teens, they’ll say that all their 
friends tell them to be sexually active and make them feel 
that if they’re not, there’s something wrong with them,” 
said Sister Joyce, who heads a program for teen-age 
pregnancy in the Diocese of Albany, N.Y. ‘‘They get that 
message from rock stars, the media, and their peers at a 
time when they’re sorting out their own identity.”’ 

Coleman said ‘‘When We’re Together’ has sold over 
200,000 copies, well beyond platinum record status in | 
Latin America. 

The development and promotion of the songs are part 
of a more than 2-year-old project to reach Latin American 
youths with a positive message about sexuality, including 
the idea that ‘‘it’s all right to say ‘no,’ ’’ Coleman said. 

THE SONG was written to appeal to listeners in Latin 
America, Coleman said, but radio has carried the song 
even to the United States, where it has become popular 
among the Spanish-speaking population. 


Parental indifference noted 
toward religious education 


PITTSBURGH (NC) — Moral illiteracy among 
Catholic college students is caused by parental apathy 
toward religious education, not by catechists or textbooks, 
according to Father Robert Friday. 


‘“‘Most of the students cannot articulate a credible 
notion or definition of morality or of sin,’’ said Father 
Friday, associate dean and professor of religion and 
religious education in the school of religious studies at 
The Catholic University of America, Washington. 


FATHER FRIDAY, a priest of the Pittsburgh 
Diocese, spoke at a training program for Pittsburgh 
catechists. 


“If I asked why the Catholic Church teaches as it does 
about birth control, abortion, war, capital punishment or 
the economy, even the brightest students that I have on 
the undergraduate level usually hazard an ‘I guess it’s in 
the Bible,’ ”’ he said. 


To the college student, freedom of conscience means 
‘*do what you feel you should do,’’ he added. 


HOWEVER, MORALITY and freedom of 


conscience are not about feelings, but about beliefs, 
Father Friday said. 


Students know what the Catholic Church teaches about 
artificial contraception, abortion and homosexual 
activity, but few students appreciate ‘‘that the church 


teaching on sexuality is something good, aesthetically 
beautiful and radically humanizing. They seem to know 
only what you can’t do,”’ he said. 


Father Friday said both students and teachers blamed 
uninterested and uninformed parents as a factor in the 
moral development of students. 


‘““PARENTS DON’T learn with the child,’’ he said. 
‘‘They simply ask whether the homework is done instead 
(of asking) ‘what are you learning?’ ”’ he said. When 
parents do not know what is being taught, they cannot 
reinforce the teaching, he said. 


Parents are often closed to the possibilities of change or 


' development, he said, but ‘‘moral learning is an ongoing,

developmental growth process,’’ not just learning facts. 
Until parents are better informed, problems will continue 
with the students, he said. 


Moral training is needed for 
conscience, Father Friday added.

‘‘A well-informed conscience must take into 
consideration and give very heavy weight to church 
teaching. But the church never said that you must always 
only do what the teaching says. It doesn’t mean pick and 
choose. It means you have the absolute responsiblity to be © 
informed to what the church teaches and why — and then 
to follow the conscience,’’ Father Friday’ said.

NEW YORK (NC) — New York Gov. Mario Cuomo, 
who had a public dispute with Cardinal John i]s: 
O’Connor in 1984 over public policy on abortion, has 
come into conflict with another prelate of the New York 
Archdiocese. 


Touching off the new controversy was a directive to 
archdiocesan parishes by Auxiliary Bishop Joseph T. 
O’Keefe, archdiocesan vicar general. In a_ periodic 
newsletter he sends to pastors, he said they should 
exercise “‘great care and prudence’’ in deciding on 
speakers at events such as Communion breakfasts and 
graduations. 

“IT IS not only inappropriate, it is unacceptable and 
inconsistent with diocesan policy to invite the individuals 
to speak at such events whose public position is contrary 
to and in opposition to the clear, unambiguous teaching 
of the church,”’ Bishop O’Keefe wrote. 

Cardinal O’Connor on Sept. 7 defended the directive 
as “‘common sense”’ and said it should be applied to all 
speakers, including political figures.

The new dispute recalled the Cuomo-O’Connor 
controversy during the 1984 presidential election 
campaign, when Democratic vice-presidential nominee 
Geraldine Ferraro came under fire as a Catholic who 
backed legalized abortion. 


CUOMO AT that time waged a widely publicized 
campaign arguing that a Catholic politician could 
personally reject abortion but also for legitimate reasons 
consider legalized abortion an acceptable public policy. 


' Bishop O’Keefe said he was not thinking of Cuomo in 
drawing up the parish guidelines. But in later comments 
he related the guidelines to the governor, saying he would 
not invite Cuomo to speak at the New York parish where 
he is pastor. 


The Cuomo-O’Keefe dispute developed mainly 
through comments by the two men to the Times and other 
news media. ‘‘Which people will decide who agrees with 
church teaching?’’ Cuomo told the Times in initially 
questioning the guidelines. ‘‘Will you have ecclesiastical 
courts?”’ 


ON THE same day as that interview, Cuomo spoke to 
a Democratic women’s group and again defended a 
woman’s legal right to abortion and use of Medicaid 
funds for abortion. He told a reporter afterward that he 
personally opposed abortion but as governor had to follow 
secular law. ‘‘I believe what the church believes,’’ he 
said. 


Bishop O’Keefe in one television interview suggested 
that Cuomo might be ‘‘letting ambition block out a clear 
vision of the truth.’’ He told the Times that Cuomo, who 
has been mentioned as a candidate for the presidency, 
“might be trying to distance himself from the official 
teaching of the church’’ to avoid having his Catholicism 
raised as an election obstacle. 


Cuomo, also in the Times, responded, ‘‘f would no 


more distance myself from my Catholicism than the 
bishop would.”’
